The Miller oarbonate of line 
property of the Marion Mineral 
company was visited the other day 
by the leading dry goods msroh- 
ant of Western Kentucky. It is 
well sometime* to have the opin- 
ion of a layman to whom rocks 
mean but little, and who oan give 
his opinion without regard to any 
thing except volume of material 
and v nines The gentleman, who 
is widely known throughout the 
State tells a Pkkbs representa- 
tive: 

"I had heard so muoh of the 
great values of 'the zino ores 
around Marion that having an op- 
portunity I drove down to what is 
known as the Miller Mine of the 
Marion Mineral oompauy. 1 of 
course had no idea of what to ex- 
pect in the way of a mine or its 
ores. 1 found a great open canal 



that had been made by plows and 
scrapers The ore, an extremely 
heavy, brown rook, was bting rail 
ed from both ends of this canal or 
cut and piled by itself In the 
bottoas, or tl .or, immsnse boulders 
of the same kind of rock, witli 
itheir heads sticking through the 
I earth a foot or more, were in evi- 
denoe throughout the long open- 
ing. These boulders would, I 
should think, wsigh anywhere 
from IU) to 1*200 pouuds each, and 
1 was told that the dirt or sand in 
and around these great masses was 
nearly as valuable in zinc as the 
boulders ihsmselves. 

"I know very little about mining 
but if that heavy brown rook 
brings any where from til tee n| to 
twenty dollars per ton, as reliable 
gentlemen tell me it does, I should 
say that thia property in itself 
would pay exceedingly atrong di- 
vidends on a large capitalization, 
if the company did not own or 
mine another foot, and that they 
("in not possibly mine out the 
present ore showing i n ti f t y 
years." 



The tiruiness of the spelter mar- 
ket in the faoe of the recent de- 
cline in other metnls is one of the 
most encouraging features of the 
summer's development in the zino 
industry. It is true that the un- 
fortunate conditions whioh pre- 
vailed through the Hooded Missis- 
sippi Valley lent some strength 
to the mii nation, but it cannot be 
deuied that the demand for spel- 
ter this summer l as been greater 
than ever before in its history. 
The unfortunate reduction in out- 
put in the Jopliu district has had 
muoh to do with maintaining pri- 
ces on the present satisfactory ba- 
sis and there is no apparent reas- 
on to look for auy marked reduc- 
tion in either ore or spelter prices 
during the remainder of the year. 
There may come a lull during the 
fall, but iu the event that the con- 
sumption holds firmly to the pre- 
sent basis as is now indicated by 
the demand for August deliveries, 
the weakness will be only tempo- 
rary. 



1 drift is a term generally in- 
clusive of all horizontal mine 
openings. In a more restricted 
but common use it is a horizontal 
mine opening of dimensions con- 
venient for working out the rook 
and for use for transportation or 
travel after ocmpietion. | Where it 
has its start at a station it is term- 
ed a level; if at about right an- 
gles to the trend of the ore body 
it is called a cross-cut; if outside 
the parallel to the trend it is some 
times oalled a gallery. Working 
horizontally in the ore body wider 
than a track and passage-way, as 
in a drift placer mine, the entire 
opening would be oalled a drift; 
the face of rook, ore or gravel bo- 
ing mined would be a breast, and 
the track and manway opening 
through the drift would be a gang- 
way. 

A very high grade of Jack in 
massive form is being raised at the 
Lucile mine.

It is a splendid outoome 
of a long, tedious, expensive peri- 
od >f work and exemplifies what 
persistence, backed by cash will 
do on any one of our know n tissuie 
veins. 



The citizens of Carrsville ought 
to celebrate surely if the story 
telegraphed from Owensboro to 
the Courier- Journal is true, about 
the tinding of a body of 96 per 
cent zino. 

But the trouble with that sort of 
a pe.tr 1 1 story is that ( .'H per oent. 
zino isn't obtainable except 
through a smelter. The class of 
zino found in this district, and as 
a rule it's the very best nature puts 
up anywhere, could not exceed <>7 
per oent. zino and 88 per cent, sul- 
phur, and it very rarely reaches 
that per oentage here or anywhere 
else. Still we are glad that the 
celebration is still on. 



Apropos of meteors, the largest 
celeatial body that ever visited the 
earth so far as known was recently 

discovered bv Prof. Ward in Mex- 
ioo. It is a mass of solid iron 
and nickel, weighing about fifty 
tons. It was found by the Profes- 
sor in a cornfield, half buried— a 
large boulder of black iron, shap- 
ed like a great |ham, thirteen feet 
thiok. Its composition was 89 
per cent iron, 7 per oent. niokel, a 
little cobalt, phosphorus, sulphur 
and silioon. 



There is a good deal said about 
being fro::: Missouri and waut to 
see it yourself.

TYPHOID FEVtR, 



Its Causes - Complete Immuni- 
ty From Disease Impossible. 



Dr. James 0. Bayles. in Worlds 
Work for July writes: 

"It lifts often been lild of the 
typhoid fever that one may eat it 
ami drink it. but he ran not 
breathe it. 

"The period of maximum sus- 
ceptibility seems to be between 
the agee of IS and 46, Grood gen 
end health is the best safeguard 
known against typhoid; mid it 
should not be forgotten that g 
hoaltli is inconsistent with impru- 
deuce in habit or diet. 

Tho most frequent cause of ty- 
phoid fever," he says, "is found 
in polluted drinking water. It 
should be stsrialized by boiling 
It must not the. i be coutami nated 
by ice permitted to mingle with 
■fid melt in it. 

Milk is in many respects the 
most dangerous aiticle of food. It 
swarms with bacteria and should 
never be used unstiriali/cd that 
is, unboiled. 

"Flies are industrious Agents in 
the dissemination of the seconda- 
ry infeotion of the disease After 
wandering about all sorts of un- 
cleat places and picking up bacte- 
ria, they come in at open windows, 
and doors and light upon the food 
prepared for the family. A rly in 
the butter may be presumed to 
leave behind him whatever para- 
site micro organisms he carried on 
his feet and legs, or to plant them 
there. The rly ie also the agent 
of a more direct conveyance of ty- 
phoid bacilla iu the spreading of 
secondary infection. He has a 
fondness for lighting on the lips 
of persons, sick or well, and every 
numan being indulges more or lesB 
in the habit of wettiug t tie lips 
with the tongue. In this way what 
the My leaves behind him may be 
taken up by saliva and passed di- 
rectly into the alimentary canal, 
there to do whatever mischief may 
be its natural function To be ef- 
fectually guarded against typhoid 
fever one must keep (lies, mosqui- 
toes and all other insects oat of 
t lie house aud away from his per- 
son. 

"Digital infection is recognized 
as one of the many ways in which 
typhoid fever is carried to persons 
otherwise unexposed. From bal- 
ustrades, door knobs, and a thoup- 
and other things which one ma\ 
touch, he msy get the bacilli on 
his fingers, and however DMl and 
csreful he may be, the path from 
the finger to the intestinal canal 
is usually that of the least resist- 
ance. 

Dr. Bayles ooncludes. therefore, 
that complete immunity from ty- 
phoid fever demands an impossi- 
ble vigilance. Life would scarce- 
ly be worth the trouble and anxie- 
ty required to observe all the pre- 
cautious necessary to give abso- 
lute immunity. Dealt with iu a 
large way by the local authorities, 
typhoid, however, is declared to 
be "one of the most rewdilj
